Under lh« U. 6. corutlltitlon. the Judlclarr 
U an tndependcnl arm o( the goYBmmenl. 
ro-equal In authority with the congrcu and 
me prwitdency Like thoae other two tranche*. 
It U pari or a ayit«m of "check* and bal- 
ances" dealgned U> prevent the artiltrnry. un- 
wlae uae Of political power. 

HUlorlcaliy, the Buprcme court b-i the uip 
Judicial agency In America came U> exercUe 
lU check on the legUHntlve and executive 
authority by piuulng upon Uu- ronstituiion- 
allty or measure* enarled into law. It floes 
not do this as a matter ol courftt, but otiiy 
when a teat U made. 

Plainly the court is thus In a position to do 
heavy damage In the enacted proBram of a 
particular congress or preMdent. Tie supreme 
court's smashing blows against the lat« Presi- 
dent BooMvell'i new deal measures In me 
mld-thlrile* provide a perfect example. 

Was thU canylng -checks and balances 
too far? Mr. Roosevelt thought so. U* launch- 
ed bit famous figm to -pack" the high court 
by adding six e<ira mrrnbera who presum- 
ably would have been .lynipathetlc lo his pro- 
poaaU. He lojit thai battle but won the war 
when death and rcilgnatlon ol sitting Jus-. 
Uces enabled him to appoint men of.hla own 
choosing. Tha court promptly reveraed lU 
aUnd on the crlUcal Issues 

Many carerul thinkers believed Mr Boose- 
velt was basically 08^t In his outlook toward 
tha court, even Ihiwfh they may not nacea- 
aarlly har* approved hU Twcklng" plan.

But the 16-year hold on the WlilW House * 
rtpresented by the Roosevelt -Truman regime 
prtivlded luch an opportunity.
